Centers Faith Largely In 
Naval Forces Accord­ 
ing To Late Reports.

CHICAGO, 
July 
I?.—Concerted 
action by members of the demo­ 
cratic national committee from a 
number, of western and southwest­ 
ern states in an endeavor to make 
both the unit rule and two-thirds 
majority inoperative in future na­ 
tional conventions has advanced to­ 
day to the stage of formal inter­ 
change of views on the subject, a 
member of the committee revealed. 
A committee member from one 
western state had prepared a for­ 
mal declaration on the subject for 
submission to the proposed meeting 
of the national committee at Clarks 
burg, W est Virginia, early in Aug­ 
ust. 
Under this resolution, the commit­ 
tee would declare both rules con­ 
trary to democratic principles and 
recommend to 
the 
various 
state 
bodies that all plans for the conven­ 
tion of 192S and thereafter be cal­ 
culated on the basis of majority 
rule oh the nominations and with 
every delegate free, so far as bind­ 
ing party rules are concerned, to 
vote his own preference. 
More than a fourth of the commit­ 
tee members have given assent to 
the proposition since the national 
convention adjourned a week ago, 
a leader in the move said today. Ad­ 
ditional members have been sound­ 
ed on the question and have prom­ 
ised to assist in bringing the pro­ 
posed resolution before the full com­ 
mittee. 
Thomas B. Love, national commit­ 
teeman from Texas; W. W. Towes 
of South Dakota, and Clyde Herring
